A loan
to any individual shall not exceed S3U upon

S3000 for each member, Lach member shall
make written application for a loan upon forms
to be secured from the county hranch of the
Oregon Farm Mortgage Credit
and in this apphication he shall submit i detal
the purposes to which he intends to apply the
loan, and no part thercof shall, under any cir-
cumstances, be applied to any other purpose.

Interest and principal of all loans shall be
payvable upon the amortization plan in guarter-
Iy, semi-annual, or annual instalments. At the
end of three vears, however, from the date of
securing a loan, the borrower shall have the
privilege of paving off in addition to his reg-
ular amortization instalment, any additional
portion of the loan he sees fit, and his future
amortization instaliments shall include interest
only upon that part of loan remaining
unpaid,

to a survey of his farm and equipment accord-

_ing 1o the forms used by the division of Farm

Management of the United States Departiment
of Agriculture. These forms are to be filled
ont before he obtains a loan, and at the end of
cach calendar year so long as he remains a
debtor to the Oregon Farm Mortgage Credit
association,
